I'or severul il l) s there hat been a 
Ueiiiiiiie scare in piirtioiis of Toilil 
county on aeeeiiiil of imiil-do;;s, I'n- 
til last Saturday nohudy bud been 
bitten by any of llicm, tlionj?h sever- 
al dogs bad been killed. Saturday 
morning Mr. Ucub Bailey, u young 
farmer living tliree miles from Klk- 
ton, oil tiic K ft 0. railroad, went 
out lo bis stable soon after light and 
was attacked by a ferocious mad-dog, 
which rushed upon him, fkvthing at 
thomoutli. The dog grabbed lilin 
by the leg but fortunately he bad on 
a boot and lu Icclb merely scraped 
the tlcsli without ubradiiij4 tl.c cnll- 
cle. Mr. Ilailev liefian at oiiee lo 
kick Ibe il'i;.' (ill' lull it reliirned a^'iiin 
and a^'aiii, inaUiii^' tierce and ilelcr- 
iiiimil ell'orls to ri;ieli the juiiii^ 
man's throat. .\t last liy u wdl-di- 
reciud kick he ili-uliled tlio dog and 
taking it by tlic legs beat il against 
the ground and left It for lifeless.
